"Watches," ,«ai<l the eweler tw» be 


screwed a little glass into one eyo and 
squinted Into ti case of wheels, ''arc like 
human bMngs in manj ways. 
They 


are delicate, they run well, only, when 
in perfect order, and they require at- 
tention once so often, whether they 
stop or not. They become sick, In a 
way, as w e do, and they get oft* their 
balance. 
But, unlike us, when their 


mainspring breaks they are not neces- 
sarily done for unless In another 
world. 
They can have new main- 


springs. We can't. 


"Watches, all jokes aside, ar6 really 


almost human sometimes. They take 
cold readily. Never lay 'a watch on a 
cold marble table or near an open win- 
dow all night after you have worn it 
nest to your warm body all day. 
It 


will contract a sort ot pneumonia, and 
ten to one It will stop before long if the 
practice Is continued. 
The cold con- 


tracts the metal pivots, which, small as 
they are, must not be smaller, and they 
shrink. Thus the wheels cannot move. 


"Watches are magnetized, too, by the 


persons who wear them. I have seen 
the statement that watches vary In 
time keeping with the health of the 
wearer and that if changed from one 
person to another they will also show 
slight variations. AH of that Is true. 
The static electricity of a person may 
affect a watch. All of us throw this 
off— some more than others 
Dark per- 


sons give off more than light ones do 
and a dark woman more than any one 
else. Dark women should have rubber 
cases for their watches if they wish 
to have them keep perfect time. 


"Never lay a watch flat at night aft- 


er It has been worn In a vertical posi- 
tion all day. It throws it off Its base, 
so to speak. If the pivots be worn, the 
wheels will not run le\ el. 


"A sudden jar will often stop a watch, 


Which runs regularly at that — such a 
jar as getting on or off a car suddenly. 
The hairspring's catching does this. 
The jolt comes at the exact fraction of 
a second when the spring Is in a posi- 
tion to catch. 
This occurs at Infre- 


quent Intervals, as may be readily im- 
agined. A watch .should be fed or oiled 
everj 18 months, even if running in 
the best of time. The oil dries In that 
time, and the wheels are likely to wear 
one another. 


"All Jewelers examine watches in the 


same way. It seems to be n tradition 
of the craft 
First, a man will look at 


the hands, as I have been doing. If 
they are not caught, they will take out 
the balance wheel and examine the pin 
and the phots, which yon see here. 
Sometimes I do not find the trouble 
for dnja The hardest thing to detect 
Is a slight 'bur' on one of the wheels. 
This may throw the entire watch out 
of gear. 


"Now, I will wind this vtatch of 


yours and show you that all the trouble 
with it la that It Is run down. Unusual? 
Oh, no. 
That frequently 
happens. 


Some one Is In here every day \\ Ith an 
unwound watch, thinking that It Is out 
of Kelter because It will not run. They 
forget to wind It and arc afraid to do it 
over nguln. Women are our best cus 
tomeis In that line. Of course I could 
get $1 for this, but the talk will an- 
swer. 


"Now, when you go home wind jour 


watcli In the morning; no, not at bod- 
time, but when you get up. That gives 
It the full spring to work on during the 
day, when the jars and jolts are more 
numerous, and hold your watch still 
when you wind it and wind the key. 
That's all; try that" 


And she jeweler handed back the

Throughout central 
and southern 


China very little baked bread Is used, 
and the flour Is consumed In the form 
of dough, vermicelli or dumplings filled 
with chopped meat or meat and vege- 
tables or fruit. 


The flour Is made Into dougb and 


worked into n leathery form by a man 
operating n bamboo fastened at one 
end. The worker sits on the other end 
of the bamboo and presses and works 
the dough until It is quite tough. It is 
then pressed Into thin sheets and cut 
Into strings, boiled and thus eaten 
or made Into dumplings and then 
steamed and paten. In nearly every 
case It is eaten while hot. This flour Is 
also used quite extensively in cakes and 
Chinese confections of various kinds. 


In a great many of the restaurants 


the native flour made from native 
wheat is used for the Inside of the 
dumpling and dough bread, and the 
finer and whiter flour is used as a 
covering. 


The Chinese appetite seems to de- 


mand bollrd or steamed food rather 
than baked. Hence very little foreign 
flour Is baked Into bread for Chinese 
consumption.

vegetation. Although the soil seems to 
be largely composed of white sand, it 
is fertile; otherwise there would not be 
on the Island, In the face of the almost 
constant winds, the luxuriant growth 
both of trees and lower forms of vege- 
table life with which It Is covered. 


"Wild grapes are abundant, and vines 


are seen which are fully 8 to 12 Inche 
thick and have In some cases so com- 
pletely covered the trees that the ar- 
boreal foliage cnn scarcely be seen. 
Extending along the ground and up the 
trunks into the branches some of the 
vines look like huge snakes, and many 
an unsuspecting visitor has had a shock 
by corninc: into contact with their sway- 
ing sinuosities in the shady nooks of 
the place. 


The trees themselves have, assumed 


some very odd forms. 
For Instance 


there are two which are very similar 
to the letter "W" nnd have been cnllec! 
"YV" trees by the natives. 


In the middle of this curious prove If 


a lagoon or pond, on the banks of 
which is one of the oddest formations 
of the grove. This is a pine tree, whlol: 
N still growing, in spite of dlhiidvnn 
luges. 
The trnrilc has been tv\lster: 


around PO as to form the figure 8 fron 
one point of view nnd the letter <) look 
ing at it from another point, whilo one 
of the branches or arms at tho left 
forms tho head of a snake, Including 
the curve in the neck. The front view 
of the snake Is startlingly realistic, the 
bond being of the true Hat topped, ven- 
omous tjpe nnd tho posture character- 
istically viperine. The tree Is evidently 
vorj old, us Indicated by the trunk, and 
will probably he dead in a few yoats, 
UK Its foliage Is scant anil confined to 
a 
fuv\ binall, irregular boughs. Tho 


mystery Is why It did not dio before, 
distorted as It is. 


In the center of \Vildwood Is a pavil- 


ion wheio refreshments are served to 
visitors. The principal support of this 
pavilion is formed by a tree which 
passes through tho ooutor and out of 
the i oof. Its branches form nn excel- 
lent protection from the sun In sum- 
mer, 
"h'!«' tho roof girders arc fasten- 


ed Into It in place of the usual po.sts. 


All tli' so freak tires arc located nbont 


.1 mile from the highway on the banks 
of wlint Is known as Grassy sound. 
They form a giovo about a mile long 
aud a half mile In width. In the entire 
lot scarcely one can be found which 
grows like an ordinary tivo. The vari- 
ous species Include holly, birch, pine, 
cherry, ash aud cedar. 
Some of the 


cedars still giving out leaves have not 
a partlole of hark npon their trunks 
from the ground to the flrst branches. 
The winter gales have stripped the cov- 
ering. 


Exports who have examined them 


say that many of the trees are undoubt- 
edly several centuries old. The action 
of the wind upon the branches lintt 
twistod thorn Into every conceivable 
fashion, so that it Is hard to tell where 
one branch begins and another ends. 
In several parts of tho grove different 
Ijinds of trees have grown together, 
snch as fir and holly and cherry and 
ash. The growth Is generally formed 
by a limb from one being bent against 
the other, as shown in the case of tho 
N tree remaining in that place while 
It gradually made a cleft for Itself. 


It is quite common for two trees of 


the same variety to grow together, but 
the joining of the different varieties, as 
shown here, is a problem which the ex- 
perts have not yet been able to solve, 
especially whore some of the limbs 
grow from one tree directly into tho 
trunk of another and have not been 
forced against the outside. A number 
of examples of this form of growth are 
also to be seen. 


The owner of the grove has cut out 


some of the most striking distortions of 
the trees, which have died. One repre- 
sents a harp without strings, while on- 
other Is in tbo form of a triangle, and 
another seems to be modeled from a 
water pitcher.—Washington Star.

j The stories^ of American duels are of 
great interest and are among the most 
famous in the whole, history of dueling, 
but they are too well known to bo re- 
peated. The majority have beea desper- 
ate tragedies when good men and true 
have been led to kill each other often 
through misrepresentations that lost the 
world many a noble and helpful life. 
One, however, that was not so disastrous 
was between an American and a hot 
headed foreigner. What the quarrel Tvas 
hibtory stateth not. Perhaps it was so 
small as to be quite overlooked, but at 
all events it was arranged that the two 
take their places on kegs of powder, with 
a lighted fxit,e placed in the bunghole of 
each. Tho kegs, of course, were empty, 
but as the foteigner saw the fire slowly 
burning down to the supposed volcano 
below him his courage failed him and he 
lied. 


Still more interesting is the story of 


the Yankee skipper and the Englishman. 
In the earlier days there was not much 
love lost between the t\ro factions, con- 
sequently it was no verj hard matter to 
pick a quarrel, especially when each 
thought the death of the other would be 
a service not only to bis country, but to 
the world. In this particular case the 
skipper of a weather beaten Yankee 
whaler met an Englishman in a foreign 
port and had an altercation with him, 
I><ii)inps over a matter of piecedence. 


A duel was arranged, and at the ap- 


pointed time the Englishman appeared, 


with him two swoids, as though 


I be Yankee hnd the choice of weapons. He 
inferred that the armory of the whaler 
contained no such luxuries. But the skip- 
pi r would not accept the proffered weap- 
ons, 
whereupon the other brought out a 


handsome pair of dueling pistols. These, 
too, 
were icfused, and the Englishman 


demanded in astonishment what his oppo- 
nent did \\ant to light -with, whereupon 
the Yankee replied he hnd brought his 
weapons \\tth him and produced a pair 
of \\cll sharpened harpoons. The Kug- 
libhmun, of course, protested, but as the 
choice of weapons did not lie with him 
ho was obliged to nccupt the harpoons. 
When tho Yankee raised the murderous 
looking piece, the Englishman knew thut 
aim, experienced in piercing the dodging 
vhnlc, could not fail to mibS him. The 
unwieldy harpoon began to hhake in his 
nwkwaid hand, and he flung it down, 
leaving the exultant Yankee master of 
the situation. 


Another interesting duel fought with- 


out the use of ordinary weapons had for 
one of its, principals the Duke of Hich- 
mond, then viceroy of Ireliuid. His title 
to f.ime rests on the fact of bis being a 
great due-list and a six bottle ninn, able 
to diink sill his staff and gontlemcn guests 
under the table. On n visit to a friend 
in the west of Ireland the duke complain- 
ed that he had no one to dnuk v\ith him, 
and his host, wishing to remedy this de- 
ficiency, sent for a curate famous for his 
liquor drinking. After five bottles had 
been disposed of by each the curate com- 
plained that it was too slow work and 
proposed bumpers of brandy. These were 
Immediately filled and as quickly emptied 
Fresh bumpets were then filled for each 
but as the lepresontative of the church 
sti cubed out his hand to receive one he 
fell helpless to the floor. On the follow- 
ing day the duke made him a dean, re- 
marking that if he had been victorious in 
the drinking duel his curacy would have 
been exchanged for a bishopric. 


A IHiie earlier than this the famous 


Dr. Young, going with some ladies to 
Vauxhall, then the rendezvous of all tin, 
beauty and fashion of London, playet 
on the German flute to amuse them. Just 
behind them came a boatload of officers 
mid \\ hen the doctor ceased playing one 
of them insisted that he should continue 
or be thrown into the wnter. Wishing to 
avoid a dispute before his friends, ho con- 
tinued; but, arriving at his destination 
be sought out his tormentor and demand 
ed satisfaction with swords and without 
seconds early the following morning 
When they met, however, and had taken 
their places, the doctor instantly drew oul 
a huge horse pistol and, pointing it at the 
officer's head, compelled him to dance a 
minuet. The officer had no choice but to 
obey and for a quarter of an hour kepi 
up the dance. The doctor then lowered 
his pistol, saying as they were quits they 
might now arrange another affair with 
seconds and the officer might haue satis- 
fnetion. 


But if England was an uncomfortable 


place to live in those days, France was 
still worse. Such a state of affairs es- 
isted that in 1041 was instituted the "Sa 
yior's truce," whereby duels were probib 
ited from Wednesdays until Mondays 
But, like all other forbidden things, the 
duel rnther grew in favor than decreased 
Montaigne says, "If three Frenchmen 
were put iuto the Libyan desert, they 
would not bo a month there withOu 
fighting and quarreling." Cases are re 
corded of father and son facing each oth 
er in mortal combat, brothei arrayed 
against brother and the dearest of friend 
killinj; each other for absolutely nothing 
except perhaps a misplaced word. 
Even 


the women of France have fought, 
though, indeed, it was no very unusual 
occurrence in any country tor a wife to 


SALT WORKERS OF CADIZ. ' 


Curious Way* of a Slmutte Clmiff I» 


•Mint City. 


A considerable part of the .province ol 
iadiz, in Spain, is low, marshy ground, 
mfit for cultivation. Nevertheless it is 
urned to good account by being utilized 
or the pioduction of salt by evaporation, 
fhis is one of the most extensive indus- 
.ries and sources of revenue in the prov- 
nce. It gives employment to thousands 


workmen and makes Cadiz an impor- 


ant seaport, as more than two-thirds of 
he 400,000 tons annually produced is ex- 


rted to foieign lands. 
The pans are dug out in the muddy soil. 
Chey vary in size, but are of a uniform 
depth of ten inches. 
All the salt pro- 


lucing land is intersected with innumer- 
able iinall canals. From June to Sep- 
ember is the season for salt production. 
During this period from three to four 
larvests are gathered. 
\ 


The salt workers form a distinct class 


of workmen. One generation follows an- 
other. They are born and bred to it and 
orni one huge tamily. No outsider need 
dream of getting woik there. 


It is a curious sight to see the men at 


•nolle and the way they get about. 
The 


jusiness requires considerable skill. The 
ioil is muddy and is almost a quicksand. 
A.ny person unacquainted with the work 
setting foot on a salt pan would be 
Jrawn down and swallowed up in a very 
few minutes. The way the salt workers 
et about this dangerous ground, one leg 
at a time, barely resting the toes and 
cnee on the mud, is an art in itself. 


All the work is done in the most prim- 


:tive fashion, and it is useless to attempt 
:o introduce innovations. The men will 
not tolerate new methods. In making 
sluices for the passage of water from pan 
to pan and from the larger canals they 
cannot be induced to use any other im- 
plement than their toes. 


The salt, as it is collected, is piled up 


into pj rnmids about 30 feet square at the 
base and rising to a height of about DO 
feet, and for at least 20 miles before 
reaching Cadiz and traveling by rail the 
traveler is struck by tbe sight of hun- 
dreds and hundreds of these pyramids 
wherever tbe eye can reach. 
At night 


the glistening pyramids form a scene at 
once fantastical jand imposing. 


The whole of tbe salt business is in 


the bands of the salt workers, from the 
gathering of the salt to the putting of it 
into tho holds of the ships. Dock labor- 
ers and harbor men who do all other 
kinds of loading or unloading are exclud- 
ed. The salt workers have their own 
special craft for carrying the salt from 
the pans to tho harbor. 


The process of salt loading is curious. 


The ships' holds are lined with matting, 
and as soon as the ship is ready, to take 
in salt the craCt come alongside laden to 
the gunwale. A sheet of canvas is then 
put down from the ship's hold to the 
small craft alongside, and the men, with 
their special wooden shovels, start throw- 
ins up salt. 
Naturally a ship of 300 to 


400 tons in ballast is very high out of the 
water, and to Bee the men at work would 
give one the impression that as much 
salt falls back as is being thrown up. 
Nevertheless tbe ship is laden in an in- 
credibly short time and ready for sea, 
notwithstanding this primitive and ap- 
parently absurd process of loading.

' The-throne of Prance Is called "the 
throue of lilies" because of the old na- 
tional emblem—the fleur-de-lis, a spe- 
cies of Illy. The story of the adoption 
of the fleur-de-lis Is partly historical 
and partly legendary. 


According to history, Clovis, king of 


the Franks, married the Princess Clo- 
tilde of Burgundy in A. D. 493. 
The 


young queen, who was a Christian, ear- 
nestly desired the conversion of her 
huslSand, who, like most of the Frank- 
ish nation, was a heathen. Her argu- 
ments, however, had but little effect 
upon him. In 496 tbe Franks and the 
Allemarinl (Germans) were at war, and 
at tho battle of Tnlbiac, near Cologne, 
Clovis was so hard pressed by his en- 
emies lhat in desperation he called up- 
on the God of the Christians for help, 
vowing that should he obtain victory 
ho would himself become a Christian. 
The Allcmanni v>ere routed, and on 
Christmas day of the same year Clovis 
and several thousand of his soldiers 
were baptized. 


The continuation of the story, which 


is legendary, is that on the eve of his 
baptism an angel from heaven present- 
ed King Clovis with a blue banner em- 
broidered with golden fleur-de-lis, which 
he was 
1<» adopt as the banner of 


France. However this may have been, 
the faet remains that from the time of 
Clovis to tbe I'rpuoh revolution the 
kings of Kranee bore as their arms first 
an Indefinite number and latterly three 
golden lilies qn an'azure field.
